Several men are 
awaiting trial at the Central Criminal Court 
on a sim'lar charge, and Mr E, Lewis applied 
for the bearing of the eburges against tho 
present defendants to be adjourned until the 
trial of the other men had tukeo placo. Mr 
Knox, the magistrate, declares that since he 
came back to England ho had been 'bo much 
shocked by the doings of trades' unionists' 
that ho would not grant the adjournment, 
ond the hearing paoceeded. The accounts 
from all parts of Ireland represent the bars 
vest prospects as batter than in any year 
since 1859. The weather is (August 15) 
delightful, and the ripening of cereals pro- 
greases very rapidly, The. potato blight hHS 
appeared in some districts, but so slightly 
that no approach to alarm has been occasion- 
ed.

Of Eyre, of Juraaica, was resuscitated in the 
House of Lords on tho 13 lb August, by the 
Furl of Shrewsbury. Ho nsked the govern- 
ment whether, considering that tho prosecu- 
tion of the ex-Guveroor has broken down, it 
wbb tho intention ot tho government to pro- 
tect him against any further appearance in a 
court of justice. lie went Iho length of ro- 
gretting that tho government had supersed- 
ed Mr Eyre, to whose wisdom and discre- 
tion tho prevention of largo sacrilije of life 
and property was attributable. Mr Eyro 
was now in the condition, alter some years of 
zoalous service, of being without a pension 
and otherwise totally unprovidud for. Tho 
Duke of Buckingham, while recognizing tho 
"eminent services end ability" of Mr Eyre, 
could not undertake, on the part of the gov- 
ernment, to promise any interference with 
such uctions as might be taken in the conns 
of law by private individuals In the case 
of the Tornado, Lord Stanley elated in the 
House of Commons that Ihe decision of the 
Spanish Council of State would prebably bo 
announced in a very short time. An ad- 
dress, numerously signed 'y Schleswigerp, 
who huvo lefl I heir homes and aro residing in 
Denmark, has been presented to curtail' 
French journalists ou a visit to their coun 
try. Tho address thdnlcs France for her 
disinterested sympathy, ns well as hoi 
deference to the rights of the Danes, and 
expresses tho firmest confidence in further 
"magnanimous aij" of the French people 
Tho Pans Elendard of August 14 express 
lis oppiobniion of ihe very friendly murmur 
in which iha iwo deputations ol the Austriun 
Reichsruth and Iho Hungarian diet have mel 
Io commence tie d'scu simi of Iho affairs 
coinmon| io the two monarchies. Our con- 
temporary in particular praises the conduct 
of tho Cardinal Archbishop of Vienna in en- 
deavoring to obtain modifications in Ihe 



action in the present crisis. Particulars 
received show that the riots io Italy last 
week were more serious than wero first 
reported. In some of the cities the riots 
wcro fierce and obstinate ; troops were 
frequently obliged to use the bayonet, and 
sometimes fire upon the people. Many 
citizens and pome soldiers wero killed, and 
a large number wounded. 

Constantinople, Sept, 29 — Tho Sul- 
tan lias sen; a commission of enquiry, con* 
sisting of 40 Turks and 30 Greeks, to 
investigate the affairs of tho Island of 
Candia. 

London, Sept. 29— The Government 
dispatched a number of guns and guards 
to tho southwestern coast of Ireland.

Thomas therefore sustains the 
Stato authorities, and accordingly an 
election of officers appointed by tho city 
lias been withdrawn, both conservative 
candidates are also withdrawn, and the 
election will bo quiet and peaceful.

Washington, Sept 20. — It lias tran- 
spired that the President has urged Gen.

The friends of McClellan, 
however, are hopeful that lie may yet 
yield to tho solicitation of the President, 
and succeed to the important position.

Nashville, Sept 25— Mayor Waller 
and an ex-Federal officer from Indiana, 
had a pistol fight with one Smith in a 
saloon, tho former attacking, Three 
shots woro exchanged, and Waller was 
wounded. It is thought ho cannot sur- 
vivo. 

Chicago, Sept 2.0. — Tho Detroit Tri- 
bune publishes a significant letter from 
Senator Ilowurd, who referring to what 



tho Washington Intelligencer, said ; that 
Senators who expressed their convictions 
beforehand, shall not sit in judgmeut upon 
tho President. Ilownrd suys it is gener- 
ally understood that that paper is under 
the patronage and control of Johnson and 
his immediate advisers, and in view of the 
military preparations now going ou in 
Maryland and other border States, such 
threats caunot bo regarded as bucombc. 
They originate in a purpose on Johnson's 
part to attempt violence upon Congress. 
They becomo deepened and intensified 
under tho malignant influence of his pri- 
vate advisors. Howard says Congress 
will do its duty aud roly upon tho people 
to protect it, Tho assault of Congress 
by military violouco would havo a decid- 
edly beneficial effect on tho Government, 
as leading to tho final conclusion of the 
suppression of tho rebellion by tho con- 
dign punishment of their tormentors.
